1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art of record teach or suggest a stretch rod extending device or a lifting device for 
a bottom mold of a blow mold comprising a magnetic nut member and a magnetic screw 
shaft, wherein the magnetic screw shaft is inserted into a cylindrical plunger having the 
magnetic nut member equipped inside by keeping required clearance between the 
magnetic screw shaft and the magnetic nut member so as to match the same magnetic 
poles. The closest prior art (DiGangi, Jr. 5,269,672 and Japanese reference 2000- 
43131) disclose screw nut drives driven by a servomotor, but fail to disclose or suggest 
the arrangement of the magnetic screw member equipped inside a cylindrical plunger 
having the magnetic nut member equipped inside.
